from him. 

He added later, however, that 
in event the Supreme Court 
holds that seizure of the steel 
plants was unconstitutional, he 
will turn the industry back to the 
companies and see what happens.

Two other expressways. called 
for in the plans of Col. Malcolm 
Elliott, retired Army engineer, 
may involve similar. difficulties, 
Baughman said. The problem as 
a whole is being studied by a sub- 
committee headed by Chauncey 
Marten, he added. “We don't 
want, by any means, to starve out 
new industries in the county,” 
Baughman remarked.

In Japan where the basie essen-

The first two pertain primarily 
to the military missions assigned 
me; the third, te my responsibili- 
ties as Supreme Commander for 
the Allied Powers, in which role, 
acting of course under the policy 
directives of superior authorities, 
I had over-all responsibility for 
all acts of the Japanese Govern- 
ment, as well as for the rela- | 
tions of all Americans and Allied | 
personnel in Japan, both military | 
and civilian, with the Japanese | 
people. 

I shall first discuss the con- | 
duct of military operations in | 
Korea from Christmas of 1950, | 
the day of my arrival in the Far | 
East, to date. 

3 U.S. Divisions on Line. 

Assuming command of the | 
Eighth Army on 26 Dec., 1950, I | 
found but three of its seven 
United States divisions, and 
these badly depleted in strength, | 
in the battle line. On a 135-mile | 
front, only two of these were on | 
the line of contact, the third in | 
blocking position to the rear. 
The remainder of this extended 
front was covered by the Repub- 
lic of Korea army, one British, 
and one Turkish regiment. The | 
Korean divisions were likewise at | 
reduced strength in men and | 
equipment, each with an exceed- | 
ingly meager artillery component, | 
and al] still suffering from the | 
grievous blows they had sus- | 
tained in the preceding six 
months. | 

Little time was granted before 
the first major hostile offensive | 
struck. That time. was used for 
personal visits to all corps and | 
division commanders in their | 
own battle sectors, in order to | 
obtain on the ground, as is pos- 
sible in no other way, a personal | 
estimate of the character and 


south—objective Seoul. By the 
afternoon of 3 January the sit- 
uation of our troops on the north 
bank of the partly frozen Han, 
with its few bridges within range 
of enemy guns, became precar- 
ious and withdrawals to a second- 
ary delaying position were di- 
rected. The withdrawal and <es- | 
tablishment of the secondary line | 
south of the Han was accomplish- |

The hostile follow-up was un- | 
aggressive, and within a few days 
the Army was realigned intact on 
its new position. Intelligence had 
earlier reported an unconfirmed 
mass of 174,000 Chinese troops 
within easy striking distance in 
the west alone, excluding the 
North Korean forces to the east. 
To check on this intelligence, ag- 
gressive reconnaissance was begun 
at once and steadily increased in 
' strength. 

Based on the colnbat intelli- 
gence so secured, the Eighth 
Army, with all of its United 
Nations and Republic of Korea 
contingents, was launched on 
25 January 1951, into a slow, 
thoroughly co-ordinated offens- 
ive, so designed as to preclude 
large scale enemy penetrations 
and the by-passing of substan- 
tial enemy forces which might 
be a menace to the Army in its

PUSAN, Korea, May 22 (AP)— 
United States combat _ troops, 
backed by tanks, have restored 
firm Allied control over Pusan’s 
big hospital camp, where one Red 
prisoner was killed and 85 in- 
jured in a riot Tuesday. 

Gen. James A. Van Fleet, 
Eighth Army commander, visiting 
the camp today, declared the pris- 
oners were shown who was boss 
and authorities had used the 
proper tactics. 

Earlier Van Fleet viisted the 
camp on Koje island, where die- 
hard Reds two weeks ago seized 
and held the camp commander 
as hostage for 78 hours. He said 
the 80,000 captives on Koje soon 
will be “under completé control 
within their compounds.” 

Story of Pusan Crackdown. 

Correspondents were permitted 
to visit the Pusan compounds for 
the first time. They were told 
prisoners had been inn complete 
command of three inclosures in 
Compound 10 for a month.

With ratification of the Japa- 
nese peace treaty, the statute 
which provided a legal basis for 
the railroad seizure of August 
1950 would have lost its effec- 
tiveness. Before the treaty was 


ratified, however, Congress ex- 


tended this and several other war 
powers until June 1. 

After June 1, if the rail dis- 
pute remained unsettled, there 
would have been no statutory 
basis for the rail seizure and the 
question of whether the Presi- 
dent has inherent powers to 
seize might have arisen once 
more’ as it has in the steel dis- 
pute now before the Supreme 
Court for decision. 

In seizing the railroads, Presi- 
dent Truman cited not only his 
constitutional powers and those 
of the commander-in-chief but 


)specifically a 1916 statute which 
gave him power to seize railroads 
in “time of war.” 

There is in neither the Railway 
Labor Act nor the Taft-Hartley 
Act a statutory basis for authority 
of the Government to seiz~ a rail- 
road or an industry. 

The Taft-Hartley Act does con- 
tain a provision making it unlaw- 
ful for “any individual employed 
by the United States or any agen- 
cy thereof to strike” but whether 
this would be applicable against 
the CIO United Steel Workers 
rests on the validity of the seizure 
of the steel industry—the ques- 
tion now before the Supreme 
Court. 

United States District Judge 
David A. Pine held here April 29 
that the seizure was void—that 
Truman had no “inherent pow- 
ers” to seize the steel mills, If 
this is the ultimate decision by 
the Supreme Court, employes of 
the mills would not, of course, 
be employes of the United States. 

After Judge Pine’s decision 
there was a brief strike but the 
strikers returned to work at the 
urging of Truman after the United 
States Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia stayed Judge 
Pine’s ruling pending a decision 
by the Supreme Court.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)— 
Congressmen investigating the 
Justice Department were at odds 
with the department’s acting boss 
today over secret testimony of a 
Government lawyer described as 
having been “mentally horse- 
whipped,” for recommending 
prosecution of certain anti-trust 
5 cases, 

Representative Chelf (Dem.), 
Kentucky, said yesterday he 
blocked an attempt by Acting 
Attorney General Philip B. Perl- 
man to get a word-for-word copy 
of Ernest L. Branham’s testimony. 

Branham, a Jtstice Department 
lawyer, appeared May 15 at a 
closed session of a House com- 
mittee looking into charges of 
graft and irregularities involving 
the department. Chelf, head of 
the committee, said afterward 
that Branham had hgen “mentally 
horsewhipped” by his superiors. 

In a joint statement with an- 
other committee member, Repre- 
sentative Keating (Rep.), New 
York, Chelf said yesterday that 
Perlman demanded a transcript 
of Branham’s testimony from the 
committee staff. He said also 
Branham advised him that Perl- 
man had asked for a memo- 
randum covering the questions 
and answers. 

Chelf quoted Perlman’s letter 

to the committee as saying in 
part: 
“If anyone in this department 
has been intimidated or ‘mentally 
‘horsewhipped,’ prompt discipli- 
nary action is indicated, and, if 
on the other hand, unfounded 
charges are being made by any- 
one in the Department of Justice 
to your subcommittee, or to any- 
one else, it will be necessary to 
take steps to protect the depart- 
ment and those who are employe@® 
there.” 

Chelf said he told Branham to 
refuse to comply with his superi- 
or’s request for a memorandum. 
He said refusal should be on the 
ground that his testimony was 
given in executive session, was 
the business of the committee and 
not the department, and the com- 
mittee is determined that wit- 
nesses “shall be protected.” 

Chelf disclosed that he blocked 
an attempt by Assistant Attorney 
General Graham Morison to listen 
in on Branham’s confidential tes- 
timony and “breathe down his 
neck.” 

Chelf said he barred Morison 
from the hearing because he was 
afraid Morison might give Bran- 
ham “the Potomac frown” or “the 
departmental stare” and intimi- 
date him. * |

WASHINGTON, May 22—The 
American Bar Association in- 
dorsed a proposal yesterday for a 
constitutional amendment to 
limit sharply the power of the 
President to make treaties or ex- 
ecutive agreements. 

Senator John W. Bricker (Rep.), 
Ohio, sponsor, with 58 other Sen- 
ators of both parties, of a joint 
resolution to submit the amend- 
ment to the states, testified ear- 
lier as a Senate judiciary sub- 
committee opened hearings that 
the amendment is necessary “to 
prohibit the use of the treaty 
as an instrument of domestic 
legislation and to prevent its use 
as a vehicle for surrendering na- 
tional sovereignty.” 

U.N. Agencies Cited. 


“The necessity for this amend- 
ment is shown by the activities 
of the United Nations and certain 
of its specialized agencies,” Brick- 
er said. “There is practically no 
human activity which treaties now 
under consideration by the U.N. 
do not seek to regulate ... The 
U.N. draft covenant on, human 
rights is a perfect illustration of 
domestic legislation by treaty 
which the resolution is designed 
to prevent .

No Estimate of Revenue. 

The C.E.D. recommends the 
sales tax only as a. last resort. 
It prefers. to see expenditures 
held to revenues in the 1953 fis- 
cal year; which begins July 1. 
It gave no estimate, therefore, of 
the amount of revenue to be de- 
rived from a federal sales tax. 
The tax, if enacted by Congress, 
presumably would be geared to 
revenue still needed after the 
trimming of expenditures. 

The report, in this connection, 
questioned the official estimate 
of a budget deficit of $10,400,- 
090,000 for the new fiscal year. 
It said this assumed an increase 
in the rate of military spending 
of billions over the current fiscal 
‘year, whereas present indications 
point instead to an increase of 
be ween 10 and 12 billions. 

The report said further that 
about four billion can be pruned 
from the 58 billion budge. for the 
combined domestic defense and 
foreign military aid programs 
without any reduction in their 
effectiveness. It said an addi- 
tional 450 million could be pared 
from other security programs, 
such as atomic energy, stockpiling 
and defense production and 
economic stabilization activities. 
In the non-security fields of 
spehding, it said about $2,400,- 
000,000 can be cut from the Presi- 
dent’s estimate of 22 billion. 


Avoidance of Inflation. 

The report said avoidance of 
further inflation is the most press- 
ing economic problem confront- 
ing the nation. It is also im- 
portant, it said, to dispel the idea 
that “we are living in an age of 
inflation.” 

“It is possible,” the report went 
on, “that a combination of good 
luck, vigorous monetary policy 
and direct controls would enable 


the nation to squeak through the | 


next two years without further 
inflation, despite annual deficits 
of, say, seven billion dollars. But 
in our opinion this is a risky 
proposition on which to base na- 
tional policy, in view of the seri- 
ous consequences of being wrong. 

“The objective should be not 
merely to skirt the edge of infla- 
tion but to re-establish confidence 
in the value of the dollar with 
the briefest possible reliance upon 
price and wage controls. 

“Therefore we must not add to 
the risk of inflation by incurring 
a deficit in 1953.” 

Warning on Income Tax.

Tax Often Suggested. 

| Congress has never enacted a 
federal retail sales tax, although 
strong efforts to put the proposal 
through have arisen in periods of 
sharp budgetary imbalance. Such 
a tax was suggested on a number 
of occasions shortly after World 
War I as an alternative source of 
revenue to the special war ex- 
cises, the excess profits tax, and 
the surtax rates on individual in- 
comes. 

During the first session of the 
sixty-seventh Congress in 1921, 
Senator Smoot (Rep.) of Utah in- 
troduced a series of proposals for 
sales taxes, and about the same 
time, President Harding, in a let- 
ter to the House Ways and Means 
Committee, suggested that the 
proposed veterans’ bonus Dill 
should carry a provision for a 
general sales tax to finance it. 

These proposals received strong; 
support from the wealthier states 
with large numbers of income 
tax payers, but were opposed by 
many of the poorer states as an 
effort to shift a larger part of 
the federal tax burden to them. 
After the early 1920s, inter-

est in a federal sales tax de- 
clined but arose again with the 
depression of the 1930s, Late in 
1931, Senator Reed (Rep),’ of 
Pennsylvania, proposed a small 
sales tax on all commodities— 
later modified to exempt neces- 
sities—as a permanent addition 
to the federal tax system. Sen- 
ator Smoot moved in again with 
the same general idea. But Un- 
der Secretary of the Treasury 
Mills said in answer to such pro- 
posals that Treasury officials had 
weighed “the merits of the gen- 
eral sales or turnover tax but re- 
jected it, not only because it 
bears no relation to ability to 
pay, and is regressive in char- 
acter, but because of the enor- 
mous administrative difficulties. 


Mills Modified Opposition. 

Later Mills, by then Secretary 
of the Treasury, modified his op- 
position. A manufacturers gen- 
eral sales tax was approved by 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee in 1932, with most farm 
products and foodstuffs exempted, 
but the proposal was beaten on 
the floor. A similar proposal was 
also defeated in the Senate.

Wonder if Candidate 
Will Assert Him- 
self When He 
Comes Home.

WASHINGTON, May 22. 
HEN Gen. Eisenhower comes 
W tome, the development of 
greatest interest to his many 
managers will be the extent to 
which he geizes the reins of. his 
campaign. 

The politicians who have put 
themselves back of the Eisenhow- 
er candidacy are committed no 
matter what happens. They will 
not balk now at anything short of 
a personal snub or the kind of 
awful blunder the general with 
his tact and experience is almost 
sure not to make. 

What they would like to do is 
to improve their personal contacts 
with him. For it is no secret 
among them, when they talk pri- 
vately, that the decisions they are 
currently carrying out are being 
cleared through Gen. Eisenhow- 
er’s personal friend and military 
associate, Gen. Lucius Clay. 

Politicos Hopeful. 

Which one dominates in the Ei- 
senhower-Clay conversations,” the 
politicos can’t quite tell. As of 
now they incline to the view that 
Eisenhower defers to Gen. Clay’s 
judgment. They do not criticize 
that judgment as such; they only 
hope that Eisenhower does not 
think politics is too important to 
be entrusted to politicians. 

When' the candidate sets up 
headquarters in the Brown Palace 
Hotel in Denver during the weeks 
immediately prior to the conven- 
tion he can count on plenty of 
visitors and they will ask to see 
him personally.

During the war Gen. Clay 
worked from the White House as 
deputy director of war programs, 
earning a reputation as a practi- 
cal, hard-boiled administrator, ex- 
tremely competent and extremely 
conservative, He has always been 
close to his fellow Georgian, an- 
other notable conservative, Sen- 
ator Walter F. George. 

Clay Knows Politics. 

He has, in fact, a close acquaint- 
ance with the practical side of 
politics through some years spent 
on river and harbor assignments, 
the famous pork barrel to which 
Congress clings in bad times and 
good. 

Gen. Clay is one of those Army 
engineers whose patronage ro- 
mance with the legislators many 
Presidents have tried to break up 
and all in vain. 

No one who has worked with 
Senators and Representatives on 
rivers and harbors can be charged 
with not knowing the score. There

Observed for Year. 

Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway’s re- 
marks in Washington that Russia 
is carrying on a big and “sig- 
nificant” military build-up put on 
the record what staff officers at 
his old headquarters here have 
been observing for more than a 
year.

Bradley resigned with a caustic 
confidential letter calling atten- 
tion to McKinney’s personal ex- 
penses, which include $750 to the 
Marian Service Co. of Miami, re- 
portedly for handling his yacht; 
a total of $26,000 for his suite at 
the Mayflower Hotel, plus other 
personal expenses between Jan. 
1 and April 7; and $2175 paid to 
a photographer P. H. Ho of Indi- 
anapolis, McKinney’s home town, 
for “pictures of ehairman.” 


The most amazing of McKin- 
ney’s political expenses is $40,000 
which was dumped into Cook 
county, IIl., to try to cut down the 
vote for Senator Estes Kefauver 
in the recent Illinois primary.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial commenting on Chi- 
eago’s 20-cent transit fare reaches an 
important conclusion in saying that the 
answer to the mass transportation prob- 
lem “involves not only reasonable fares 
and swift service, but provisions for 
other traffic and parking, and a host 
of connected problems.” 


The editorial also points up the lack 
of balance between public and private 
transportation resulting from the fact 
that the “automobile has drawn more 
and more passengers away” from the 
transit system. : 

We agree wholeheartedly. Our 
studies have indicated that unless the 
entire problem of traffic control and 
transit are approached together, there 
is certain to be disappointment in the 
results. A piecemeal approach will not 
produce an effective solution to the 
mass transit situation.

We believe—and have urged—the fol- 
lowing practical steps in this direction: 


1. Establish a series of parking loca- . 


tions in the outlying areas with express 
bus service to and from the downtown 


area, 

2. Establish a practical 15- and 30- 
minute program of “staggered hours” 
for business, commerce, industry, and 
public institutions—particularly in the 
downtown area. 

3. Facilitate additional express bus 
operation, by prohibiting curb parking 
during rush hours on all principal traf- 
fic arteries used by transit vehicles and 
by expanding the synchronized traffic 
signal system. 

4. Adopt pedestrian control measures, 
fn the interests of both safety and im- 
proved traffic flow. 

5. Design all proposed expressways 
to accommodate mass transit vehicles. 


6. To improve trunk line transit serv- 
fce, make a co-operative study, with the 
Mayor’s Mass Transportation Commit- 
tee, to determine the duplication of 
transit facilities existing in some sec- 
tions of the city and to rearrange routes 
to provide better service.

Returning from the -Far East command, Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway is not optimistic about

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Averell Harriman’s Visit 

An unusual candidate for the White House is 
visiting St. Louis currently.

Its streets committee re- 
ported in February that “St. Louis county has 
approved this route.” Now it seems clear that 
the county has not approved and is not going to 
approve the northern route at all. 


The County Plan Commission says it recog- 
nizes that a northern route would best meet 
local traffic needs. But to meet those needs 
with Daniel Boone would introduce truck traffic 
into Clayton and University City, and this the 
commission opposes, Since no other expressway 
except one financed by state and federal funds 
is now in sight, and since an interstate highway 
would indeed carry truck traffic, this amounts 
to saying that the expressway, because it would 
carry trucks, should be built where it will do 
the lesser good in relieving local congestion. 

The danger, of course, is that it may not be 
built at all. With the county for a southern 
routé,‘ and the city for a northern route, it 
would be understandable if the state and fed- 
eral highway people decided to spend their 
money elsewhere, perhaps in Kansas City.

The idea obviously is that if their grievances 
are removed, the Tunisians will drop their ap- 
peal to the U.N., and our embarrassment will be 
at an end. Whether France will comply remains 
to be seen. The Paris Government, backed by 
its Foreign Legion, has been following a tough 
policy of repression in North Africa. More re- 


cently, this has been thinly disguised by issuing.

The most immediate “persuader” which the 
State Department can hold over Paris is a threat 
to change the American position in the Assembly 
and to vote in favor of the hearings.

from the eastern zone—in itself, a handi- 
cap, Yet the bishop went ahead. We can 
place only one interpretation on his de- 
cision to do so. 


Churches Under Moral Pressure 


We believe that Bishop Dibelius took 
this step because he thinks that the people 
of Germany—all Germany, east and west— 
are so deeply opposed to permanent divi- 
sion, are so determined to see their land 
reunited, that this constitutes a moral 
pressure on the churches to act if, by 
acting, they can serve as instruments of 
the popular will. 


Bishop Dibelius, it should be borne in 
mind, is one of the few German leaders 


who circulate constantly throughout both — 


parts of Germany. 

The Communists have warned that in- 
corporation of West Germany in the’ pro- 
posed six-nation European Defense Com- 
munity would mean the permanent division 
of the country. 

On the other hand, the Allies have set 
May 26 as the date on which formal ad- 
herence by West Germany to the Western 
bloc must be signalized. On that day Mr. 
Acheson, Mr, Eden and M. Schuman will 
gather in Bonn to watch Adenauer put his 
signature on the dotted line. That same 
day another agreement will be signed in 
Paris committing West Germany to con- 
tribute 12 divisions to the six-nation army 
of the European Defense Community.

the Allies limited sovereignty and con- 
tinued occupation. Russia offers a re- 
vived trade with the East; the Allies offer 
the advantages of the Schuman plan but 
no promises as to where production stim- 
ulated by that plan can be marketed. 
Russia offers a revived German fighting 
force; the Allies offer to allow Bonn to 
raise 12 divisions, but only if these are 
incorporated in a European army where 


they will be under EDC orders and com- 


manders. 
New Tensions for Bonn Regime 


Chancellor Adenauer is almost sure to 
sign the “contractual agreement” as it 
stands on May 26. He will do this, first 
of all, because he genuinely believes that 
putting West Germany permanently into 
alliance with the West is for the good of 
Germany. But he will do it also because 
he knows that without the active support 
of the occupying powers what little chance 
he has of carrying next year’s elections 
against the Social Democrats will vanish. 
But what the West does not realize as it 
puts pressure on Adénauer, or what it at 
least will not publicly admit, is that by 
signing and ratifying the documents that 
are to be placed before it on May 26, the 
Bonn Government will be creating new 
tensions and dangers for itself. 

The tensions will arise within Germany 
between those who will insist that by join- 
ing the European Defense Community the 
Bonn regime has scuttled the hope of Ger- 
man reunion and those who will maintain 
that it has kept Germany from being swal- 
lowed by the communist dragon. The 
dangers will be implicit in the fact that 
the Communists will still have offers to 
make which may persuade a great ma- 
jority of all Germans in both zones .-that 
Bonn, by aligning with the West, is show- 
ing its incapacity as a bargainer and is 
betraying the German future. 


Way to Avoid a Final Break? 


For the Russians can make more offers. 
Their present offer, as has been said, must 
look very: attractive to many Germans. 
However, if this does not prove enough, 
Russia can offer national elections under 
more favorable conditions than so far sug- 
gested. 

If that doesn’t work, it can offer to 
sacrifice its East German puppet state as 
a means of hastening German unity. And 
if that does not work, it can make the 
offer which the Allies would have no ean ¢ 
of countering—it can offer to hand be~

A Million and a Half Whims 


GENERAL EDUCATION IN THEORY AND PRACTIC 
by John P. Wynne. (Bookman Associates, 251 pgs. 
General education has meant many 

things in the past few years, all the way 
from courses for students who can't pass, 
as at Minnesota, to courses for a select 
few, as in-the Great Books curriculum at 
St. Johns. For Prof. Wynne it seems to 
mean what older educators called charac- 
ter education. The ends of general edu- 
cation are “desirable qualities of experi- 
ence”: the desirable qualities are cone 
tingency, sociality, interest, originality, 
intelligence and purpose. 

It is difficult to summarize the book 
further. So far as theory goes, the author 
confesses, on page 238, that “every qual- 
ity that has been proposed means some~- 
thing different in every concrete situa- 


- tion,” And so far as practice goes, he has 


accomplished the amazing feat of filling 
the .entire 251 pages without giving a 
single concrete example. 

It is a. suggestive approach to current 
educational ills, but practically it would 
seem to reduce general education to the 
whim of the teacher—to the million and 
a-half whims, that is,.of the million and 
a half teachers now practicing the pro- 
fessian in this country alone.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)— 
Twelve of the Senate Commerce

long delays and costly losses in 
making effective a recent Gov- 
ernment order ending a freeze 
on the assignment of new TV 
channels.

Collins said that “very serious” 
shortages developed early in the 
Korean war in certain of 
ammunition which were not avail- 
able from leftover World War II 
stocks. He did not disclose the 
types of ammunition involved, 
but said that in some categories 
“it was necessary to ration the 
amounts available almost from the 
beginning.” 

He said ammunition*production 
was sharply increased when the 
rage war began, but that it has 
taken about 17 months to get the 
expanded production rolling at 
top speed. 

By next month, he said, ammu- 
nition output will reach planned 
goals and—barring Congressional 
cuts in the dcfense budget—“it 
should not be necessary to ration 
ammunition again.”

CANADA MAKES STOCK FRAUD 
AN EXTRADITABLE OFFENSE 


OTTAWA, May 22 (AP)—Canada 

has made it easier for the United 
States to extradite operators of 
stock frauds originating in this 
country. The House of Commons 
yesterday approved a resolution 
adopting an amendment to the 
extradition treaty between Cana- 
da and the United States. 

Under the amendment perpe- 
trators of international frauds 
who use the mails for operations 
will be subject to extradition. The 
treaty does not cover offenses 
committed by telephone, tele- 
graph or means’ of communica- 
tion other than the mails. 

Justice Minister Stuart Garson 
said the amendment would pro- 
tect legitimate Canadian stock 
promoters and was aimed only at 
those engaged in illegitimate prac- 
tices. It was based on “double 
criminality’*that is, no Canadian 
could be extradited for something 
that was not a crime in Canada 
as well as in the United States. 

Canadian operators _ selling 
stock in the United States by tele- 
phone or telegraph may not be 
extradited unless they use the 
mails in the transaction.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (AP)—

today. He said Brannan made “ir- 
responsible and utterly unfound- 
ed” statements about him. 

- He hinted he might sue Bran- 
nan for libel. 


. The outburst came at the start |, 


of a hearing on activities of Bran- 
nan’s agency. Brannan was in the 
‘witness chair for the second con- 
secutive day. 

Kem and Brannan disputed for 

more than an hour. At one point, 
Kem told Brannan he raised “a 
smoke screen of slander to sisi 
your own failures.” 
. Brannan kept insisting that 
‘Kem time and again had voted 
against the interests of the farm- 
ers. This Kem denied. 

The row began when Kem, 
seeking re-election this year, 
called attention to a previous 
statement Brannan made about 
Kem’s voting record. 
| Brannan Hits Back. 

Brannan hit right back at Kem. 
He said he had not come to the 
Committee prepared to engage jn 
such a political discussion. But, 
Brannan went on, he intended to 
make the statement about Kem 
= “and I intend to document 


“The libel laws being what 
they are, you’d better document 
it very thoroughly,” Kem said. 

Kem insisted he always had 
voted for “sound farm programs.” 

Before the hearing started, 
Senator Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, 
told a reporter he could produce 
the whole story behind his charge 
that the Democrats pushed farm 
prices down in 1948 as a success- 
ful political maneuver. 

For months the Agriculture 
Committee has been looking into 
charges aired by Senator Wil- 
liams (Rep.), Delaware, that pri- 
vate persons have made fantastic 
profits in storing Government- 
owned grain and other farm 
products. At one time, Kem called 
for Brannan’s resignation. 

Kem interrupted this line of 
questioning to bring up Brannan’s 
statement. Kem said he had voted 
to cut some agriculture appro- 
priations but that in sc doing he 
followed the views of national 
farm organizations. 

He voted for the 1948 and 1949 
farm acts, Kem said, and asked 
Brannan if he considered these 
against farm interests. 

'  *Wasn’t in Favor of Those.’ 


“You know I wasn’t in favor of 
those,” Brannan retorted. 

“You disagreed with President 
Truman and the Farmers Union 
then, because they gave the 1949 


‘act vigorou ssupport,” Aiken cut 


in. 

“Well,* Brannan replied, “I 
think I can disagree with the 
Farmers Union. If I have any dis- 
agreement with the President, I 
think it can be quickly recon- 
ciled.” 

The 1948 act, passed by the 
Republican -controlled Eightieth 
Congress, came under fire from 
both Truman and Brannan in the 
presidential campaign that year. 
They said it prevented adequate 
storage of the big crop surpluses. 

The 19b9 act contains a sliding 
parity formula scale for price 
supports. Brannan opposed it, too. 

The Kem-Brannan wrangle went 
on for a long time. Among other 
things, it touched on: 

1, A statement by Brannan that 
Kem repeatedly tried to delay his 
appearance before the committee 
to answer critics. 

Kem challenged Brannan “to 
prove at any time that I have 
tried to prevent your appearance.” 

Eventually Brannan said he 
would withdraw the word “repeat- 
edly.” But he pointed out he was 
scheduled to go before the com- 
mittee last week and that Kem 
objected. 


EISENHOWER AIDS 


Supporters Hope al 
nia Governor Will 


Throw Weight to Gen- ) 
eral in Chicago. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 22 
(AP)—The word went out today 
to California supporters ef Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower to vote for 
Gov Earl E. Warren's Républican 
delegate slate at this state’s June 
3 presidential le i 88 Fs 
hope Warren would 
weight to Eisenhower at ne vt Poy 
cago G.O.P. convention July 7, 


Eisenhower’s name is not en- 
tered in the California primary. 

Warren wouldn’t promise any- 
thing about California’s 70 votes. 
If he couldn’t win at Chicago “my 
delegates shall be released to vote 
for any candidate of their 
choice,” was his only comment. 


Last night he told a rally: “I 
shall go to Chicago in the hope of | 
winning my party’s nomination 
for President. But I have made 
no alliances with any candidate or 
with the sponsors of any candi- 
date and shall make none for the 
purpose either of promoting or 
defeating any candidate.” 

The anti-Warren slate is that of 
Republican Representative Thom- 
as H. Werdel. He répeatedly has 
attacked the candidacy of Warren 
as insincere and said the Werdel 
delegates would be released at 
Chicago to “the best man.” 

Meantime Senator Estes Kefau- 
ver, Tennessee Democrat cam- 
paigning for California’s 68 pres- 
idential votes, struck sharply at 
the slate that opposes him in the 
primary. 

He told an audience of 1200 at 
Santa Barbara that the former 
Truman delegation, pledged nom- 
inally to State Attorney Gen, Ed- 
mund G. Brown, “apparently does 
not trust you but wants you to 
trust them.” 

“They are asking you to buy a 
pig in a poke,” Kefauver said. 
“Why didn’t ‘their candidate en- 
ter the Cailfornia primary as I 
have?” 

Brown has said his slate would 
decide at Chicago on “the best 
man” and vote for him. 

In Washington, friends of Ke- 
fauver said his chances to win 
the Democratic nomination will 
be enhanced by any opposition 
from President Truman. 

Similar sentiment was ex- 
pressed privately by backers of 
candidates who are bidding 
against Kefauver for top place 
on the party ticket. 

One of Kefauver’s friends, 
Senator Hubert H. Humphrey of 
Minnesota told a reporter “there 
is absolutely no reason to believe 
that the President’s good luck 
wishes for another candidate’s 
slate in the California primary 
amount to anti-Kefauver wishes.” 
He added: “It has become pretty 
obvious that Estes Kefauver | 
thrives on the opposition of 
Democratic party leaders. The 
President is too smart a politician 
not to know that.” 

Kefauver at present has more 
Democratic convention nominat- 
ing votes, on the basis of dele- 
gates already selected, than any 
other announced candidate. But 
with 115 votes he still is far short 
of the 616 votes it will take to 
win the nomination at the party’s 
July 21 convention. 

Of 94 Democratic delegates in 
New York state, 21 responded 
today to an Associated Press poll. 
Six said they favored W. Averell 
Harriman; two named Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson of Illinois; one each 
listed Senator Estes Kefauver, 
Oscar R. Ewing, and Presidgnt 
Truman. Six said they had no 
present choice. Four said they 
would go along with the state 
leadership, which is backing 
Harriman. 

The principal effect of this, in 
A.P. Tabulations, is to reduce 
Harriman’s New York total from 
89 to 80 and his national total 
from 92% to 83%. 

Senator Robert A. Taft has 
picked up six additional probable 
delegate-votes in New York, On 
the basis of an Associated Press

Brannan said Justice had sug- 
gested the agreement originally 
‘but added he didn’t think it 
should have been ended without 
discussion. He predicted it would 
be renewed when the present 
wave of publicity dies down. 

Brannan said that under the 
new order, “if in the dead of 
winter a farmer. takes 20 bushels 
of stored grain on his farm to 
feed his starving livestock, he’s 
guilty of a technical violation, 
even though he replaces it as 
goon as he can.

Truman said last week there 
wasn’t a word of truth in Dewey’s 
statement. 

Demanding Continuation. 

Aiken said he would demand 
that the committee’s investiga- 
tion of the Department of Agri- 
culture remain open at least until 
the committee’s staff could go 
thoroughly into the 1948 farm 
price drops. 

He asserted these cost farmers 
a billion dollars and added 
“they’re not going to do it again 
this year if I can stop it.” 

In an interview, he said his 

charge was proved at least in part 
by the fact that the prices “went 
right up again” after the Novem- 
ber 1948 election. That was true 
except for corn, he said. That 
price stayed down because of the 
huge crop. 
Aiken said “I know the whole 
story and the persons involved. 
I expect I'll have to put it to- 
gether myself.” 

In general, Brannan stoutly de- 
fended the work of his depart- 
ment although he said the credit 
should go to the employes, not 
himself. He admitted some de-

In separate bowl 
blend sugar and egg yolks and 
beat with rotary beater. Add hot 
milk very slowly, beating con- 
stantly. Place egg mixture in top 
of double boiler and stir over 
hot water until mixture thickens 
and custard coats back of spoon. 
Add custard to orange, gelatin 
mixture.. Blend well and allow to 
cool 30 minutes. Blend in heavy 
cream and place in refrigerator. 
After mixture begins to jell, in 
about 45 minutes, remove from 
refrigerator and beat five minutes 
with rotary egg beater. Fold in 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Place 
mixture in 9-inch ring mold 
which has been rinsed in cold 
water. Chill in refrigerator until 
set, about 2 hours. To serve, 
loosen edges of ring gently with 
small spatula. Dip bottom of mold 
in hot water about three seconds. 
Invert mold onto shallow serving 
dish. Ring may be filled with 
fresh strawberries-or any season- 
al fruit. Serves six to eight. 


DEVILED HAM CORN. FONDUE 


Six one-half inch slices bread. 

Two two-ounce cans deviled 
ham. 

One 12-ounce can whole kernel 
corn, drained. 

Two teaspoons grated onion. 

One-half teaspoon: salt. 

One-half teaspoon dry mustard. 

One-half teaspoon paprika. 

Three eggs. 

One and one-fourth cups milk. 

One-half cup grated American 
cheese. . 

Remove crusts from bread; cut 
slices in half diagonally. Spread 
with deviled ham. Place half of 
the pieces in one and one-half 
quart casserole. Add half of the 
corn; cover with second layer of 
bread and corn. Add onion, salt, 
mustard and paprika to eggs; beat 
until blended. Stir im milk and 


| pour over bread and corn. Sprin- 
'kle with cheese. Bake dn slow 
oven (325 degrees) one hour. 
| Serve at once, 4 to 6 servings. 


CHEESE AND MASHED 
POTATO BAKE 


Eight medium potatoes. 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 
One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 
Four tablespoons butter. 


One cup milk, scalded. 
One and one-fourth cups grat- 
ed American cheese. 


Two cups ground cooked meat 
(pork, veal, beef, spiced ham). 

Cook potatoes until tender. 
‘Drain; mash thoroughly. Add 
| seasonings, butter and hot milk, 
and heat until creamy and light. 
Fold in grated cheese, reserving 
14 cup for top. Arrange in butter- 
ed one and one-half-quart casse- 
role, in alternating layers of 
cheese-potato and meat, topping 
with cheese-potato mixture. Sprin- 
kle remaining one-fourth cup 
grated cheese atop. Bake in a 
moderate oven, 325 degrees F., 
for about 30 minutes. Serves 6. 


Hawaiian Sandwich. 


Porch suppers and lawn picnics 
call for new ideas in sandwich 
making. Fried Hawaiian sandwich 
gets its name from the pinéapple 
and banana in the filling. These 
tropical fruits, plus pecans and 
cream cheese, make a sandwich 
rich enough to serve as simple 
dessert. Use eight slices of en- 
riched bread and make four sand- 
wiches. Make filling by mixing 
one-half cup mashed banana, one 
three-ounce package cream 
cheese, one cup crushed drained 
pineapple, and one-fourth cup 
chopped pecans. Spread the fill- 
ing on bread to make four sand- 
wiches and cut each in halves di- 
agonally. Dip sandwiches into 
egg-and-milk mixture as for 
French toast, and brown quickly 
on both sides in butter or mar- 
garine in skillet. Serve hot.

PACT IS SETTLED 


Exact Division of Cost 
Kept Secret — Bonn 
Prepares for Visit of 
Big Three Ministers. , 


BONN, May 22 (AP)—Chancel- 
lor Konrad Adenauer and the 
Western Allies solved their major 
financial dispute holding up the 
West German peace contract ear- 


ly today and made preparations 
for a weekend visit from the Big 
Three foreign ministers. 

In a 13-hour session ending 
shortly after midnight, Adenauer 
and Western representatives 
agreed in principle on what Al- 
lied troops in Germany would get 
from the 850,000,000 marks 
($202,300,000) a month the Ger- 
mans have agreed to raise for 
defense. 

The foreign ministers—United 
States Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, British Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden and French 
Foreign Minister Robert Schu- 
man—are expected here Saturday 
for final settlement of two re- 
maining -points in the contract 
and signing of the treaty on Mon- 


day. 

Ratification Still Remains. 

The pact will give West Ger- 
many near sovereignty, ending 
the seven-year occupation, and 
will ally the Adenauer Govern- 
ment politically and militarily 
with the West. Once signed, it 
must be ratified by the United 
States Senate and the Parliaments 
of Britain, France and West Ger- 
many.

Washington, ready to fly to 
Europe on recciving word that 
agreement had been reached on 
the final points of the peace 
contract. Settlement of the fi- 
nancial question indicated he 
might leave Washington tomor- 
row. Acheson hopes to attend the 
signing of the European defense 
treaty in Paris as well as the 
ceremonies in Bonn.

SPAIN INDORSED 
BY U.N. UNIT FOR 
ENTRY. INTO UNESCO 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., May 
22 (AP) — The Economic and 
Social Council disregarded Soviet 
objections yesterday and indorsed 
Spain for-membership in the U.N, 
Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization. 

Spain under the Franco regime 
was specifically barred from mem- 
bership in the U.N. itself by the 
first General Assembly in Lon- 
don in 1946, but after a since- 
rescinded recommendation for 
withdrawal of top diplomats from 
Madrid, the Western-led U.N. ma- 
jority has relaxed its opposition. 


The Soviet opposition to Span- 
ish membership in UNESCO, an 
affiliate of the parent organiza- 
tion, seized yesterday upon cur- 
rent United States dealings with 
Franco for .defense bases in 
Spain and made an attack along 
familiar Soviet lines. 

The Council action is advisory. 
It is now up to UNESCO to com- 
plete the formalities of admitting 
Spain. Spain’s admission was 
sponsored in the council by Ar- 
gentine delegate Rodolfo Munoz.

The British royal family, once 
closely linked with German roy- 
alty, was known before World 
War I as the House of Saxe-Co- 
bourg-Gotha, or popularly the 
House of Hanover or Brunswick. 
To give his people a psycho- 
logical shot in the arm, King 
George V abandoned all German 
titles for himself and his family 
in 1917 and took the name of 
Windsor. The Mountbatten name 
formerly was the German Batten- 
berg. That change also was made 
in World War I. 

Edward VIII was the second 
sovereign of the House of Windsor 
and George VI, Elizabeth’s father, 
was the third.

The convention hall’ is a five- 
mile taxicab ride from the loop. 
The fare is $1.25 one way plus 10 
cents for each additional pas- 
senger and 10 cents for each three 
minutes of waiting in traffic jams.

The convention hall stands in 
a desolate area on the edge of 
the stockyards. Despite Chicago's 
boast that the yard: has been 
“deodorized,” the smell of the 
place is noticeable right up to 
the doors of the hall.

$500,000 Spent on Hall. 

A total of $500,000 has been 
spent on the hall to improve it 
for these and future conventions.

The hall will seat 12,191 per- 
sons, which is about 1000 fewer 
than the Philadelphia hall accom- 
modated and 3000 fewer than 
Chicago Stadium. 

One of the worst inconveniences 
for those attending the Philadel- 
phia conventions was the lack of 
eating facilities at the hall. At 
the amphitheatre there are enough 
cafeterias and dining rooms in 
the building itself and in the 
nearby Stockyard Inn to feed 
3000 persons at a time. 

For years the inn has been the 
gathering place and clubhouse of 
livestock men’who come to Chi- 
cago from all over the country.

Literate, Scholarly 
Talks About Books

NEW YORK, May 22.

sity. These talks were carried on a rump net- 
work of 150 FM, independent AM and net- 
work stations who got.the program free of charge 
from the Oxford University Press, an organiza- 
tion which has been publishing books for several 
centuries and which feels there ought to be some- 
one on the air — “= — 


THEY ARE FLAVORSOME, scholarly, charming 
talks, not always about the Oxford Press’s books, 
not always even kind to the Oxford Press books 
which are mentioned. The subjects range from the 
art of translation to the pleasures of satire; each 
talk ig extraordinarily well constructed, an essay 
on its particular field; and filled with exquisite 
detail. A stylist himself, Highet devoted one of 
his talks to Henry Fowler’s “Modern English 
Usage”—that monument of precise grammar—and 
here is how Highet talked about the author: 

“He was one of those eccentrics who seem to 
be a special product of England—not the wild 
surrealist eccentrics, but the logical eccentrics, who 
decide what to do in a large number of situations, 
do it with relentless consistency and omit to notice 
that logical behavior often looks perfectly crazy to 
the rest of the world. He was rather like the 
White Knight in ‘Alice’ except that the knight was 
ineffective while Fowler was ferociously efficient.”

LIKE FOWLER, Highet was distressed by hybrid 
derivatives, taking as a particularly bad example 
of it President Harding’s famous phrase “back to 
normalcy” (instead of “normality”). That is fairly 
typical of the critic Highet is—a man who spares 
nobody, not even presidents. In his talk on the 
art of translation, an incredibly learned discourse 
on a not-very-well-known subject, he singled out 
for attack the first sentence of the Gospel accord- 
ing to St. John. 

“In the beginning was the Word, and the Word 
was with God, and the Word was God.” A mis- 
translation which means almost nothing in English, 
says Highet, who would translate it as “In the be- 
ginning was Reason.” Great books, he points out, 
have to be translated again and again into modern 
Janguages because modern languages change in 
idiom and style; mid-nineteenth century transla- 
tions with their flowery prose of Greek tragedy, he 
said, are almost repulsive today.

| NOT ALWAYS IS HE.on so rarified a plane. 
He talks with equal relish and equal scholarship 
of Christopher Fry: “I don’t think Christopher 
Fry always knows what he is writing or what he 
wants to say to us. He likes to mystify, to joke, to 
eonjure.” Or he can speak with humor of cricket 
‘which, he explains, is “like baseball played by 
,men who are either very polite or very ill, some- 
times both.” 

I’m particularly fond of Highet’s stern require- 
ments for the satirist: “Satire which is to mean 
something and last some time must be the result 
of long, literary training, a firm grasp of the es- 
sential problems of life, and a rare blend of pas- 
sion and control. ...In America the most effective 
satirist is Mary McCarthy, who writes a peculiarly 
cold but skillful prose, as graceful as a deft surgi- 
cal operation. There are a number of minor fig- 
ures—for instance, Nancy Mitford, a witty and ex- 
cessively condescending member of one of the 
most eccentric British families; Aubrey Menen, 
who is half-Irish and half-Indian; and Philip Wy- 
_ ny will be good if he ever moves away from 

orida.”

HIGHET, IN THIS PIECE, is also pretty stern 
on just who is not a satifist—naming specifically 
Louis Kronenberger’s “Grand Right or Left” 
(... “it does not attack anyone or anything; it is 
merely a fantasy”) and the books of Graham 
Greene. (“Satirists hate most things and Greene 
hates everything including himself. . .. But a 
satirist can laugh, or at least sneer, at vice and 
folly. ... Greene is always serious and sad.’”’) 

This is commentary of a very high order for 
American radio and it is a pity that it has gone 
off for the summer. Highet will be back in the 
fall, though. In the meantime, somebody—Oxford 
Press, possibly — might publish Highet’s com- 
mentaries in book form. They’re very readable.

‘difference of ayer that makes 
horse races, Only if your idea of 
a salad is a blackberry fruit mold, 
or something made with pears 
and cream cheese and nuts and 
mayonnaise, then what I am about 
to say is not for you. 

This is for people to whom 
salad means green stuff. Essen- 
tially speaking, that is. I’ve never 
aed one to look down my nose 
at a bit of tomato in a green 
salad, but there are purists who 
maintain that red and ‘green 
should never be mixed. A green 
salad, they say, should be just 
that. If you want a tomato salad, 
then there are excellent recipes 
utilizing that article of food. 

There are, however, certain 
rules which are held inviolate by 
all who know salads best. One of 
them is to the effect that a salad 
has no hope for success unless its 
ingredients are fresh, young and 
crisp. And, we might add, dry. 

If you want to win success as a 
salad maker, wash and dry your 
ingredients thoroughly. 
don’t have a salad basket, put the 
greens in a clean, dry cloth and 
get the moisture out of them. 
Hold the corners of the cloth and 
shake it lightly until no moisture 
temains. This way the dressing 
adheres as it should to each 
piece, instead of rolling off and 
lying in a pool in the bottom of 
the bowl. 

If you want to see how much 
difference it makes, just try it 
with a French salad, which is the 
recognized classic among salads, 


‘and prepared as follows: 


Rub: a little garlic around the 
salad bowl and then toss in a half 
teaspoon of French mustard, salt, 
ground pepper and a pinch of 
sugar. Add one tablespoon of 
vinegar and two tablespoons of 
olive oil. Mix it until it’s nice 
and smooth and stir in a table- 
spoon of chopped parsley. Now 
toss in your dry hunks of lettuce 
(broken and’ not cut) and turn it 
over and over until well covered.

In the meantime, back to the 
subject of those who don’t object 
to combining red and green. I, 
for one, do not, and here’s a 
recipe for a lettuce and tomato 
salad which I consider a bit of all 
right. 

Wash the lettuce leaves and, of 
course, dry them. Make sure that 
all the moisture is removed, but 
don’t bruise the lettuce. Use a 
wooden salad bowl. Tear the 
leaves and put them in the bowl. 
Sprinkle the lettuce lightly with 
French dressing, but don’t sat- 
urate them. Toss them until 
they’re covered with dressing. 

Now add tomatoes which have 
been peeled and either sliced or 
hunked. Some like them one 
way, some another. When the 
tomatoes are In, toss the salad 
again, but lightly. Don’t mash 
the tomatoes and bruise the let- 
tuce. Also serve it immediately. 
Don't let it sit around until it gets 
limp.

That Word “Inexorable” and 
“Adorable.” 


HEN Dryden wrote of “Death’s 

inexorable doom,” he took 

“inexorable” to the high point 
of the sense in which it is familiar 
today, as of something inflexible, 
unyielding, relentless. Shakespeare 
used it synonymously with inhu- 
man. And today we are more 
likely to speak of inexorable forces 
or inexorable elements than to ap- 
ply the term to people. 

The word is, of course, the nega- 
tive of “exorable,” a word no 
longer heard, but useful here to 
clarify the meaning of “inexora- 
ble.” At its root is the Latin 
“orare,””’ meaning to speak, and 
originally to pray. So the “exora- 
ble” was the one amenable to 
prayer, one capable of being 
moved by entreaty — whence, by 
implication, you have the tender- 
ness or softness negated by the 
prefix of “inexorable,” the hard, 
the inflexible. 

All this is reminiscent of the 
construction of “adorable,” which 
has as its root the same “orare,” 
to pray. The “adorable” is that 
worthy of being prayed to, worthy 
of divine honors, which was its 
original usage — surviving, where 
“exorable” became obsolete.

She is young, by 
modern standards, and marriage is anything but ridiculous 
at that age. 

Since she is only 30, you cannot be very old yourself, 
unless you delayed marriage and child-bearing even longer 
than she has. If, though, you are eligible for, an old-age 
pension, for heaven’s sake apply for it. You've paid for it in 
taxes all these years and it is yours by right, with no stigma 
attached. 

But, as is more probable, you are still young enough 
to make your own way, consult the Family Service in your 
community and find out about the many ways in which 
mature women can become self-supporting. If you do this, 
the people who undoubtedly admire your daughter for her 
spunk and independence will also be compelled to admire you.

Famed Opera Company Paying First Visit Here Under Rudolf Bing—There Have Been Some Changes

HE current visit to St. Lokts 


T of the Metropolitan Opera 

Company will give the local 
public its first opportunity to see 
and hear this eminent conglom- 
eration of talent under its new 
management. Many changes have 
been made in the organization 
since its. performances here in 
the Spring of 1950—changes that. 
have affected its personnel and 
its styles of presentation—and 
they all must be attributed di- 
rectly to Rudolf Bing, the slen- 
der, ascetic-looking director. Bing 


took over the directorship of the © 


Met with the resignation, two 
years ago, of Edward Johnson 
and it is no exaggeration to say 
that the company and the oper- 
atic public have been acutely 
aware of his presence ever since. 

The Met’s opening performance 
on this visit to St. Louis will be 
“Aida” at Kiel Auditorium to- 
night. 

Bing’s chief ambition has been 
to, fortify and extend.the Met’s 
‘reputation as the “world’s lead- 
ing opera house.” As the com- 
pany’s artistic policy has always 


been conservative, it might have . 


been assumed that Bing would be 
content to hold fast and stand 
pat. What has happened could 
not be so described. 

One of his first official acts re- 
sulted in .the resignation of Lau- 
ritz Melchior, the Wagnerian 
helden-tenor who had been a part 


of the organization for more than . 


20 years and who had a devoted 
public following. Actually what 
Bing did was to do nothing about 
Melchior’s. contract. The Mel- 
chiorites—with a certain logic on 
their side—interpreted this as a 
dismissal and they were plenty 
sore. 

Later on Bing ‘canceled the 
contract of a popular baritone 
when ‘the latter failed to make an 
engagement. Afterward the bar- 
itone apologized and was re-in- 
stated. But Bing had made his 
point which was that artists who 
wanted the prestige of being as- 
sociated with the Metropolitan 
would have to give the company 
something more than a nominal 
service in return. For its part 
the company management would 
make every effort to prevent con- 
flicts of dates that would embar- 
rass the artists in their more re- 
munerative non-operatic employ- 
ment. 

The public was given its first 
tangible evidence of the new mind 
at work in the Metronolitan with 
the unveiling of four new produt- 
tions. Johann Strauss’s “Die Fled- 
ermaus” was reoutfitted and re- 
staged with an English text that 
gave the performances an infor- 
mal gayety odcly in contrast with 
the usual formality of Met per- 
formances. The critics who 
thought that Bing was making 
too much of a concession to the 
popular theater were more than 
offset by others who were de- 
lighted when Rise Stevens —in 
male attire—lounged against the 
‘proscenium arch and smoked a 
cigarette.

EW productions of the present 

season make another break 

with tradition in a different 
way. Bizet’s “Carmen,” which will 
be performed here tomorrow 
night, has been staged as a realis- 
tic drama. The ballet, which cus- 
tomarily used music from other 
Bizet works, has been eliminated 
and the chorus is dressed like so 
many working girls and not like 
guests at a costume ball. 


Another opera, Mozart’s “Cosi 
Fan Tutte,” seemed headed for 
trouble because it was considered 
too intimate for a large audito- 
rium. Alfred Lunt, the American 
actor who has been a leading 
figure on Broadway for a quarter 
of a century, was called in as 
stage director. Lunt emphasized 
‘the fragile and artificial nature 
of the plot by putting it, so to 
speak, in an eighteenth century 
frame and stylizing all the move- 
ments of the, singers. Lunt him- 
self appearedton the stage before 
the opening curtain and went 
through the motions of lighting 
the footlight candles — actually 
electric lights. 

The. English words came over 
clearly, and the public thought 
it was delicious. “Cosi” will be 
continued in the repertory. A 
previous attempt to stage this 
opera more than 25 years ago 
was a flat failure at the box 
office. 

All of these new productions 
have provoked a certain amount 
of dissent among the critics both 
paid and volunteer, And though 
Bing is no advocate of novelty 
merely. for the advertising it 
brings he is well satisfied to have 
these innovations made the sub- 
jects of controversy. 

Criticism, however, doesn’t al- 
ways make him happy. During 
the past season Virgil Thomson, 
chief critic of the New York Her- 
ald Tribune, berated the Metro- 
politan for its inhospitable atti-

tude toward contemporary operas. 
Thomson’s . contention was that 
the opera’s financial troubles 
could be cured by performing 
modern works and thus coming 
to terms with the culture of its 
own day. 

Bing said the exact opposite 
was true. The standard works 
filled the seats; the modern 
operas increased the deficit and 
not only in New York but in 
Vienna or Berlin to almost as 
great an extent. Experiments with 
modern music were not possible 
at the Metropolitan because it was 
an unsubsidized institution which 
-+had to get its money from the 
public in one way or another. 

“Personally I think that Alban 
Berg's ‘Wozzeck’ is the master- 
piece of this century,” Bing said. 
“But I can’t run an opera house 
for my own enjoyment.” 

Even so the Metropolitan Opera 
will do whatever it can for con- 
temporary opera consistent with 
financial prudence. ‘Toward that 
end Bing will produce Stravinsky's 
“Rake Progress” during next sea- 
son. He will also do a new “Boris 
Goudonoff” according to the origi- 
nal Moussorgky score and in Eng- 
lish. In the past the Rimsky- 
Korsakoff version of Boris sung 
in Italian was the rule. The in- 
ability of the Metropolitan roster 
of principals to learn the Russian 
text’ and the management’s un- 
willingness to produce an English 
one, have provoked intermittent, 
and unanswered, criticism in the 
past. 

Bing will further try out the 
desirability of opera in English 
next season by offering Puccini's 


*“‘La Boheme” in both English and 
Italian. 

One of Bing’s innovations which 
was expected to loosen a few hor- 
nets’ nests here and there has 
passed off, so far as the home 
audience is concerned, without 
provoking anything but favorable 
comment. This was the éngage- 
ment of Janet Collins, a Negro 
dancer, as a prima ballerina. A 
few rumbles were heard in the 
South and these, together with 
Miss Collins’s unwillingness to ap- 
pear before segregated audiences, 
prompted her to skip the South- 
ern cities on tour. She left the 
company in Washington and re- 
joined it in Minneapolis. 

The baliet In the second act of 
“Aida” where she figured prom- 
inently was given an ovation at 
the performance Monday night in 
Bloomington, Ind. Miss Collins 
herself was singled out by the 
capacity audience for a _ special 
tribute along with the principal 


singers. 
UJ tan tour has drawn larger 

audiences than during the pre- 
vious season. Financing the opera, 
however, is still a besetting prob- 
lem; and it’s a problem that grows 
progressively as labor and mate- 
rial costs continue their upward 
trend. 

In an effort to create an addi- 
tional source of revenue while 
setting up, at the same time, a 
kind of finishing school for 
younger singers, Bing organized a 
touring company of “Die Fleder- 
maus.” He provided a talented 
cast of young artists and a rounded 
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P to this point the Metropoli-

production. But instead of bring- 
ing in more revenue it added 
$100,000 to the institution’s def- 
icit. 

The inference that Bing’ drew 
from this costly experiment was 
that the American people wouldn’t 
accept a Metropolitan company 
that didn’t shine with the luster 
of big names. Seasoned opera- 
goers stayed away because the 
company didn’t boast a group of 
stars. The popular audience, that 
might have enjoyed the show on 
its merits, thought that any Met- 
ropolitan Opera was “grand 
opera” and something to be avoid- 
ed. As a consequence Bing is 
more than ever convinced that the 
established susceptibility of the 
public to advertised names and 
standard works must be consid- 
ered in every move he makes. 

Bing’s inclination toward music 
began early in life. His parents 
had strong musical interests, 
though his father was not a musi- 
cian but an industrialist, and as 
he approached manhood he 
nursed for a little while the am- 
bition to become a singer. After 
studying voice a while in his na- 
tive Vienna he passed unfavor- 
able judgment on himself and took 
employment in a bookshop. As it 
happened, concert management 
was a part of the shop’s activities 
and he gravitated naturally to- 
ward that end of the business, be- 


coming finally a representative 
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eacetion an the 
Berlin Civic Opera located in thé 
suburb of. ae ro | 
When Hitler came 
Bing moved out as rately a he 
could. Hé foresaw that the art of 
mel would soon become a tool 
the new regime’s political 
policy And being partly of Jew- 
ish ancestry he knew that his 
future in Germany was. hardly 
promising. So together with Hans 
Ebert, the stage director, and 
Fritz Busch, the conductor,’ he 
transferred his activities to the 
Glyndebourne Festival “in Eng- 
land, whose first season he or- 
ganized and managed. The 
Glyndebourne Opera was the spe- 
cial project of a rich Englishman 
with an addiction to Mozart. It 
was one of the smallest opera 
houses in the world; but. the 
high style and equisite finish ° of 
its productions soon spread its 
fame to every corner og the earth. 


HE Giendeheerns: Festival was 

closed down during the war 

years and Bing, with no musi- 
cal employment in sight took a job 
in a department store. Evidently 
his manag-rial talents could be 
applied to ether than musical 
activities because he got to be 
manager of the store by the time 
the war was over. He rejoined 
the Glyndebourne Opera in 1946 
ard the next year was chosen 
director of the Edinburgh Festi- 
val. Edinburgh soon became a 
world art center. Artists and 
artistic organizations from all 
over the world were brought to 
the Scottish metropolis to par- 
ticipate in an unprecedented 
showing of music, drama and bal- 
let on the highest level. 

The success of the Edinburgh 
Festival was what made Bing a 
logical choice for .the Metropoli- 
tan directorship when Edward 
Johnson retired. 

“It was a wonderful job,” Bing 
said. “I shouldn’t have considered 
leaving it for a moment if I 
hadn’t believed that the Metro- 
politan Was the world’s leading 
opera house.” 

His program for the Metropol- 
itan is to keep it firmly fixed in 
its historic position. 

During his residence in Eng- 
land both Bing and his wife—who 
was born in Russia—became Brit- 
ish citizens. By a special act of 
the United States Congress, how- 
ever, he is allowed to maintain an 
indefinite residence in the United 
States while he grapples with the 
unending problems associated 
with revitalizing the repertory of 
the Metropolitan Opera and keep- 
ing a large group of temperamen- 
tal artists reasonably co-operative. 

No doubt the singers, like the 
public, have reservations about 
some of Bing’s administrative 
acts. But as one thoughtful male 
singer said it: 

“We don’t always like what he 
does to us. But we like what he 
does for the opera.”

true. But the thing abput Joe is 
that, though he may be a slave to 
the crowd’s whims and fads, he 
also fits in with the crowd. 


There is some advantage either 
way, and you seldom come out 
ahead in both directions at once. 
Jim stands out from the crowd. 
He uses his own common-sense 
and is not swayed by the some- 
times senseless things the other 
boys are dqing. But Joe is one 
of the crowd. For the time he 
may follow the crowd in slavish 
imitation of what “everybody” is 
doing, wearing, thinking—but he 
is at home with the others and 
they are at home with him. 

Either way of acting has some 
advantages and some disadvan- 


es. , 
How we bring up our children 
enters in here, of course. If we 
ourselves spend our last cent in

doing what everyone else in town 
is doing, we encourage -our 


children in their own desire to 


follow the crowd. If we our- 
selves lead independent lives, 
making our own decisions and 
choosing our own values, regard- 
less of the neighbors, or the

BUT THERE IS MORE to it 
than, this. The child’s behavior, 
with respect to the degree to 
which he follows the crowd, is 


“determined chiefly, not by what 


you yourself do, nor by what you 
teach him. It is determined chief- 
ly by two factors. 

One is his own natural tem- 
perament, or personality. Some 
children, from nursery school 
days on, just automatically follow 
the crowd. Where the largest 
number of children gather, there 
they always are, right in the 
thick of things, doing exactly 
what the others do."Some parents 
describe such children as having 
no personality. It actually is not 
that they have no _ personality; 
just that this is their personality 
—to like everybody _ else. 
Others are just naturally lone 
wolves. ; 

The second factor to be con- 
sidered is the child’s age. At 
some ages he is more independ- 
ent than at others; at some, more 
slavishly imitative of his con- 
temporiaries. The teen ages are 
the high point for not wanting 
to be different. Even extremely 
independent individuals who in 
later life will do a competent job 
of thinking for themselves and 
making up their own minds, often 
during their teens find it impor- 
tant to be like everybody else.

The articles discuss our pres- 
ent attitude in this country—~ 
loyalty oaths at the University 
of California; journalistic smear 
campaigns by the Chicago Trib- 
une against leading universi- 
ties; theories of academic free- 
dom such as the one expound- 
ed in the recent book, “God 
and Man at Yale”; a proposed 
investigation of Sarah Lawrence 
College by the local branch of 
the American Legion, and gam- 
bling scandals in college basket- 
ball and widespread profession- 
alism in college football. These 
things, the writers say, are the 
products of confusion and fear; 


they are symptoms of a wide- 
spread basic misunderstanding | 


of the theories of higher edu- 
cation.

ONE ARTICLE goes back to

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INGS and other rulers during 

the Middle Ages were pleased 

to have the right of minting 
coins. The minting could be done 
with profit to themselves. 

There was a general rule that 
each kind of coin must have a 
certain amount of metal in it. A 
silver coin, for — might 
have a standard weight of one 
ounce. 

A time might come when a 
wanted more money in the roy 
treasury. Having too little silver 
to provide enough coins, he would 
put out coins with the same name, 
and the same supposed value, but 
would cut down on the size. If 
anyone made a test, he might find 
that a coin which was supposed 
to weigh an ounce weighed three 
fourths of an ounce. There was 
little, if anything, which a sub- 
ject could do in such a case.

OTHER KINGS tried to be a 
little more clever. Not wishing 
to have their subjects know that a 
change was being made, they 
minted coing of the same size 
and weight, but with less silver 
in them. This was easy to do 
when a cheap metal, such as cop- 
per, was melted in with the sil- 
ver. The time came, in some 
countriés, when a “silver” coin 
was less than half silver. 

In justice to certain of those 
kings, let us note that they had 
masters of the mint and other 
officials who watched over the 
minting. A king might be kept 
from knowing what was going on, 
in care of the Post-Dispatch. 
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but he probably was pleased when 
his treasury was full.

MOST OF THE COINS minted 
during the Middle Ages were 
made of gold, silver, copper or 
bronze. The images of saints ap- 
peared on many of them. Some 
had the images of kings, but oth- 
ers had the name of a king with- 
out any likeness of him. 

There was trouble when coins 
with too little gold, or too little 
silver, were sent to other lands. 
Foreign merchants were quick to 
test them for the amount of pure 
gold or silver. 

Some countries, including little 
city-states, gained fame for their 
coins. Venice, Florence and Ge- 
noa, for example, issued coins 
which were known far and wide 
for having the right amount of 
pure gold in them. 
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
